WHICH IS THE OLDEST CITY? 

Tucson, Ariz , Claims the Honor Over 
hi, Augustine and Santa Ke. 

Referring to the dispute as to wheth¬ 
er St. Augustine in Florida or Santa Fe 
in New Mexico is the oldest city within 
the confines of the United States, the 
Albuquerque Citizen brings a new 
claimant into the field in the following 
paragraph: 

“Now come a Mr. llilzinger, who ' 
gives the date of settlement of Tucson, 
Ariz., as 1555, some half a century 
earlier than the founding of Santa Fe 
or St. Augustine. He bases his claim 
upon authentic documents, including a 
1 parchment discovered among the rec¬ 
ords of the old mission of Sail Xavier, 
dated 1552, when the settlement was 
ordered lo be established, and attached 
to which is an account of the founding 
of Tucson, will ten in the liund of Mar¬ 
cus de Niza, who explored Arizona,” 

In former references to tbe disputed 
claims of St. Augustine and Santa Fe, 

, says the Rocky Mountain News, this 
; paper has always maintained that Snn- 
i ta Fe was the oldest continuously in¬ 
habited city in the United States. St. 
Augustine was located h.v the Spaniards 
In 1505 and then abandoned. Santa Fe 
was founded In 1581 and lias been con¬ 
tinuously inhabited ever since, its ac¬ 
tual municipal records beginning in 
1004. After the founding of Santa Fe 
SL Augustine was relocated. The his¬ 
toric fact Is. therefore, that when Santa 
1 Fe was founded there was no St. Aug- 

- ustine. Judicial candor would accord 
t the claim of age to Santa Fe. 

i As to the claim in favor of Tucson, 
there are grave doubts as to Its cor¬ 
rectness. It always lias been eonoed- 

- od that the Spanish expeditions and set- 
. dements after the conquest of Mexico 
1 by Cortez extended notliwurd, reached 
a the Rio Grande at El Paso and thence 
. along that river arrived at Santa Fe. 
t Subsequently their settlements extond- 
t ed westward across Arizona to soulli- 
f era California. If this newly discovered 
y document is found to be authentic in 

its statements it will become neces- 
n sary to revise the history of the Sontli- 
f west as it Is now accepted. The con- 
g quest of Mexico by Cortez occurred l>e- 
s tween 151!) and 1525 and It is exceed- 
t ingly doubtful that only thirty years 
" later a settlement was made in Arizona.

Knotn on Tree*. 

In the barks of our forest trees are 
. contained a multitude of latent buds, 
which are developed and grow under 
certain favorable conditions. Some 
trees possess tills property in a remark¬ 
able degree, and often, when the other 
parts are killed down by frost, the 
property of pushiug out these lateut 
buds into growth preserves the life of 
the plant.
